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Object  of  Ifie  ExpositiQn. 

No  one  can  deny  the  fact  that  the  recent  display  of  North 
CaroHna  products  at  Boston  did  a  great  deal  to  introduce 
our  resources  to  the  world,  and  to  make  North  Carolinians 
appreciate  more  fully  our  undeveloped  wealth.  The  Expo- 
sition, with  the  co-operation  of  the  entire  State,  proposes  to 
show  : 

1st.  The  great  variety  of  products  to  which  our  soil  and 
climate  are  adapted,  and  the  degree  of  perfection  that  can 
be  attained  with  care. 

2d.  The  quantity  and  quality  of  our  native  woods,  and 
the  fact  that  while  in  other  States  and  countries  it  is  neces- 
sary to  plant  trees  with  care,  our  old  fields  can  be  rapidly 
reclaimed  with  little  trouble  and  expense  by  the  Old  Field 
Pine,  and  trees  of  equally  rapid  growth. 

3d.  The  variety  and  richness  of  our  mineral  deposits,  and 
the  great  beauty  and  abundance  of  marble  and  building 
stones. 

4th.  The  magnitude  and  importance  of  our  fisheries. 

5th.  The  adaptability  of  many  sections  to  the  raising  oi 
cattle,  horses,  mules,  hogs,  sheep,  bees  and  silk  worms. 

6th.  The  general  distribution  of  water  power,  and  a  com- 
plete exhibit  of  our  manufactured  goods. 

7th.  The  fact  that  we  can  ofTer  to  health  and  pleasure 
seekers  every  variety  of  climate  and  scener}^,  from  the  sea 
coast  to  the  rugged  mountains  of  the  west;  also  that  the 
entire  State  abounds  in  medicinal  springs  of  varied  prop- 
erties. 

8th.  That  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  our  sea 
ports  are  numerous,  and  while  railways  traverse  large  por- 
tions of  our  State,  there  are  rich  valleys,  fertile  plains  and 
mines  of  great  value  as  yet  far  removed  from  the  active 
world. 


9th.  That  each  county,  in  nearly  every  instance,  has  some 
features  peculiar  to  itself  which  will  make  it  particularly 
attractive  to  builders  of  railroads  and  other  capitalists. 

Having  shown  our  agricultural  products,  our  timbers,  our 
minerals,  our  precious  and  building  stones,  our  fisheries,  our 
manufactured  goods,  our  climate  so  well  suited  to  pleasure 
seekers,  both  summer  and  vv'inter,  our  steamboat  and  rail- 
road facilities,  and  how  much  we  need  other  roads,  and  the 
varied  products  of  each  county,  we  can  look  for  results  in 
various  ways. 

The  people  of  every  section  of  the  State  will  thus  see  that 
their  respective  interests  are  not  antagonistic,  but  that  each 
is  an  important  element  of  the  whole,  contributing  to  the 
general  prosperity.  The  capital  now  in  centres  will  be  dis- 
tributed and  used  in  the  working  of  timber,  of  mines  and 
quarries.  By  the  full  display  of  our  manufactured  goods 
we  will  attract  the  attention  of  buyers  from  all  parts  of  the 
Union  ;  our  agriculturists  will  adopt  irrtproved  methods  of 
farming,  and  learn  more  fully  the  great  advantages  to  be 
derived  from  the  variety  of  our  soil  and  climate.  Capital- 
ists will  seek  investments  along  our  sea  coast,  among  our 
springs  and  in  our  mountains  ;  and  when  these  places  be- 
come attractive,  northern  as  well  as  southern  railroad  men 
will  look  to  North  Carolina  as  a  field  to  project  new  lines 
and  form  connecting  links  with  lines  now  established. 

The  idea  of  County  Exhibits  offers  the  most  available  and 
effective  method  of  showing  just  what  each  county  has,  and 
to  what  extent  it  could  furnish  freight  for  railroads. 

\^  ith  this  in  view,  we  offer  the  following  suggestions  to 
all  counties  proposing  exhibits,  so  that  the  displays  may  be 
uniform,  and  railroad  men  may  see  that  certain  products 
can  be  procured  along  the  entire  line. 

We  deem  it  to  be  a  matter  of  first  importance  ta  suggest 
that  each  county  making  an  exhibit  should  also  have  pre- 
pared a  pamphlet  accurately  stating  the  resources  of  the 
county,   showing    fertility    of    climate,   soil,  &c.,   &c.      We 


would  suggest  that  their  pamphlets  contain  also  a  brief 
historical  sketch  of  the  county,  and  statistical  information 
of  all  kinds  that  will  be  calculated  to  give  strangers  a  fair 
notion  of  county  affairs.  No  less  than  five  to  fifteen  thou- 
sand of  these  should  be  prepared,  as  may  be  deemed  prac- 
ticable. They  might  be  paid  for  mainly  by  advertising 
matter  inserted  therein. 


Hiiits  l0  CeaFilies. 


The  most  popular  form  of  organization  is  as  follows; 

The  County  Commissioners  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
or  five  representative  and  responsible  men,  who  shall, 
through  their  chairman,  or  secretary  and  treasurer,  disburse 
the  county  appropriation  for  which  they  are  accountable. 
This  committee  shall  either  collect  all  materials,  or  shall 
procure  the  services  of  a  competent  man  for  this  purpose, 
and  such  person  will  be  required  to  collect,  ship,  arrange 
and  explain  everything  belonging  to  the  exhibit.  He  should 
be  competent  to  answer  all  questions  about  the  county  as 
to  its  climate,  its  soil,  its  products,  its  taxes,  its  school 
facilities  and  churches,  its  water  power,  railroads,  &c.,  &c. 

The  collection  should  be  made  to  contain  : 

I.  Agracultural  Products. 

a.  Cotton,  fobacco,  corn,  wheat,  rice,  oats,  peanuts.  &c, 

b.  Vegetables,  potatoes,  cabbage,  peas,  &c. 

c.  Fruits,  apples,  pears,  peaches,  grapes,  berries,  &c. 

d.  The  various  methods  by  which  the  products  of  field 
and  garden  are  dried  or  preserved  for  shipment  or  family 
use, 

e.  Photographs  of  truck  farms,  rice,  corn  and  wheat  fields 
would  be  interesting. 

N.  B. — Sheaf  grain,  ear  corn,  &c.,  with  growing  plants, 
will  add  greatly  to  the  effect  of  the  exhibit.  It  will  be  best 
to  exhibit  as  much  as  half  bushel  of  each  kind  of  grain, 


2.  Forest  Groi^tli. 

a.  Every  variety  of  wood,  giving  some  idea  as  to  size  of 
tree,  and  in  what  quantity  it  could  be  procured.  Specimens 
should  be  of  uniform  length  of  2j  or  3  feet,  showing  bark 
and  grain. 

b.  All  trees  and  shrubs  that  are  not  known  by  name,  so 
that  their  value  can  be  found  out,  particularly  those  that 
from  their  leaves  or  bark  furnish  medicine  or  coloring  mat- 
ter.    Show  also  samples  of  cloth  or  yarn  colored. 

c.  The  fruits  of  all  trees  and  shrubs,  as  walnuts,  hickory 
nuts,  hazelnuts,  chestnuts,  &c. 

d.  The  fruits  from  trees  not  native,  as  English  walnuts^ 
almonds,  peacans,  &c.,  &c.,  grown  in  North  Carolina. 

e.  Pine  trees,  showing  various  cups,  with  implements  used,, 
and  tar,  pitch,  turpentine,  rosin,  &c. 

f.  Trees  of  different  sizes,  showing  the  rapidity  of  their 
growth  from  year  to  year.  Botanical  specimens,  indigenous 
to  North  Carolina,  such  as  insectivious  plants,  mosses,  ferns 
and  ornamental  grasses,  fresh,  dried  or  prepared  in  herba- 
riums. 

3.  Precious  Stones,  Minerals  and  Building:  Stones. 

a.  Iron,  gold,  silver,  copper,  tin  and  other  ores,  which 
last,  if  not  cut  in  cubes  of  at  least  6  inches,  should  be  of 
fair  size  and  cut  on  two  sides  showing  an  edge. 

b.  Coal,  granite,  sandstone,  marble,  &c.,  with  maps  show- 
ing location  and  extent  of  deposit. 

c.  All  stones  of  small  or  great  value,  that  can  be  used  as 
ornaments,  both  in  rough  and  polished  state. 

d.  All  varieties  of  clay  used  in  making  brick,  pottery  or 
stone  ware. 

e.  All  marls,  phosphates,  &c.,  possessing  any  fertilizing 
properties. 

4.  Fisheries. 

a.  All  kinds  of  fish,  stufTed,  in  alcohol,  smoked,  dried  and 
pickled. 


b.  All  kinds  of  sea  fowl,  mounted  or  simple  skins. 

c.  All  sea  weeds,  shells,  aquatic  plants  furnishing  food  for 
fish,  fowl  or  ponies,  and  that  might  possibly  be  utilized  for 
other  purposes. 

d.  Different  models  or  photographs  of  boats,  nets  and 
tackle  used  in  North  Carolina  and  in  actual  use. 

5.  Live  Stock. 

a.  Native  grasses,  &c.,  furnishing  food  for  stock,  taken 
with  roots  about  the  time  of  going  to  seed. 

b.  Cultivated  grasses,  clover,  &c.,  with  hay  made  from 
the  same,  and  price  of  hay  per  100  lbs.,  with  seed  from  the 
sa'me. 

c.  All  varieties  of  wild  fruits,  berries  and  roots  affording 
food  for  hogs,  as  acorns,  &c. 

d.  Native  wool  in  fleece  and  bulk.  Blood  bred  wool  in 
fleece  and  bulk.     Cross  bred  wool  in  fleece  and  bulk. 

e.  County  cured  hams,  shoulders,  &c. 

f.  Corned  and  smoked  beef,  &c. 

6.  Manufactured  Goods. 

a.  Plaids,  sheetings,  yarns,  twine,  &c. 

b.  Jeans,  cassimeres,  blankets,  &c. 

c.  Home-made  carpets,  bed  spreads,  &c. 

d.  Knit  goods  by  machine  or  hand. 

e.  Tobacco,  chewing,  smoking  and  snuff. 

f.  Paper,  both  plain  and  colored. 

g.  Leather,  belts,  shoes,  harness  and  dressed  skins  of  all 
kinds,  with  hair,  fur  or  wool  on  or  off. 

h.  Wooden  dishes,  furniture,  carved  or  plain,  chairs,  sash, 
doors,  blinds,  spokes,  rims,  &c.  Baskets  fo-r  fancy  work, 
shopping,  cotton  and  tobacco. 

i.  Shuck  mattresses,  foot  mats,  &c.,  &c. 

j.  Wines  of  all  kinds.     Honey  strained  and  in  comb. 

k.  Flour,  meal,  rice,  feed,  &c. 

1.  Agricultural  implements. 

m.  Grain  mills,  saw  mills,  &c.,  &c. 


n.  Wagons,  buggies,  &c.,  &c. 

o.  Earthern  and  stoneware,  &c. 

p.  Plain  and  fancy  candies  and  crackers. 

q.  Clothing  (machine  made),  hats  (felt  and  straw). 

r.  Marble  table  tops,  mantels,  monuments,  &c. 

s.  Canned  goods  of  all  kinds  put  up  in  North  Carolina, 
such  as  fruits,  oysters,  shrimps.     Tar,  &c.,  &c. 

t.  Products  of  the  silk  worm  industry,  such  as  cocoons, 
raw  silk,  &c. 

7.  For  Mealtti  and  Pleasure  Seekers. 

a.  Maps  of  the  county,  locating  medicinal  springs,  if  any, 
and  if  possible  by  photograph,  give  some  idea  of  the  sur- 
roundings. 

b.  Medicinal  waters  with  analyses, 

c.  Railroad  and  telegraph  facilities. 

d.  Quantity  and  quality  of  game. 

e.  Accommodations  at  hotels  or  boarding  houses,  stating 
board  per  month,  horse  hire,  &c.,  &c. 

f.  All  articles  and  items  of  historical  value  and  curiosities 
of  various  kinds,  such  as  Indian  and  other  relics,  &c.

Through  the  kindness  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture, 
we  will  furnish  on  application  the  "  Hand-Book  of  North 
Carolina/'  "  Catalogue  of  the  N.  C.  Exhibit  at  Boston," 
"  Forestry  of  North  Carolina,"  and  "  Coal  and  Iron  Coun- 
ties of  North  Carolina." 


At  an  early  date  we  will  publish  a  pamphlet  giving  floor 
plan  of  the  buildings,  rates  of  floor  space  to  northern  and 
southern  exhibitors,  &c.,  &c. 

Free  space  in  the  buildings,  not  exceeding  lOO  square 
feet,  will  be  granted  North  Carolina  subscribers  to  our  capi- 
tal stock,  (shares  $25.00  each.)  Individuals  or  firm  sub- 
scribing four  shares,  or  more  than  four  shares  of  stock,  may 
be  granted  additional  space  upon  application. 

Subscribers  will  be  charged  regular  entrance  fees.  Ex- 
hibitors whose  presence  is  necessary  from  day  to  day  will  be 
granted  special  rates. 


EidaGatiQrial  and  Ladies'  Separtrnent. 

North  Carolina  schools  and  colleges,  and  North  Carolina's 
daughters  have  done,  and  are  doing,  so  much  to  make  the 
history  of  our  State,  that  we  feel  we  would  be  ungrateful, 
impolite  and  heartless,  did  we  not  exert  every  energy  to  give 
our  schools  and  our  women  the  prominence  they  deserve  in 
a  State  Exposition. 

With  the  amount  of  funds  now  in  hand  it  is  impossible  to 
attempt  the  erection  of  a  building  for  school  displays,  but 
we  propose  to  raise  funds  for  this  building  in  the  following 
manner: 

1st.  By  voluntary  contributions  from  the  friends  of  edu- 
cation in  North  Carolina. 

2nd.  By  contributions  from  schools  and  colleges,  and  from 
the  sale  of  articles  of  fancy  work  contributed  by  those  who 
do  not  feel  ablfe  to  make  cash  contributions. 

3rd.  By  soliciting  contributions  from  the  various  Publish- 
ing and  School  Supply  firms  that  do  so  much  business  in 
our  State,  by  granting  them  in  return  free  space  to  exhibit 
their  goods. 

4th.  By  contributions  from  the  friends  of  education  in 
general,  and  particularly  those  who  have  established  bene- 
ficiary  schools  in  our  State. 
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This  educational  building  will  contain: 

1st.  The  displays  of  contributing  firms. 

2nd.  Paintings,  drawings  and  fancy  work  by  the  female 
schools. 

3rd.  Maps,  charts,  plans  of  school  buildings,  examination 
papers,  specimens  of  penmanship,  lists  of  scholars,  &c.,  &c., 
from  every  school  and  college — private,  public,  white  and 
colored. 

4th.  A  complete  display  of  photographs  of  various  schools 
and  colleges,  and  catalogues  for  distribution  and  comparison. 

5th.  General  display  of  paintings  in  oil  and  water  colors, 
also  on  china;  fancy  work  of  all  kinds  by  ladies  not  con- 
nected with  schools. 

6th.  Articles  of  interest  and  of  historical  value,  with  ac- 
companying notices  of  the  same,  that  may  in  any  way  add 
to  our  State  history. 

7th.  Articles  and  drawings  representing  the  mechanical 
and  anatomical  instruction  given  in  different  schools. 

8th.  Models  of  inventions  by  pupils  of  all  ages,  alscrspeci- 
mens  of  carving,  and  moulding  in  clay. 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  such  a  limited  time  till  the  close  of 
the  school  term  in  most  schools,  we  most  earnestly  request 
very  prompt  and  energetic  action  by  all  schools  that  contem- 
plate a  display.  We  hope,  through  the  kindness  of  Gen. 
John  Eaton,  Commissioner  of  Education  for  the  United 
States,  to  be  able  to  represent  at  least  a  portion  of  the  per- 
manent display  at  Washington,  showing  the  advancement 
in  educational  facilities,  and  the  most  improved  methods  of 
instruction. 

N.  B. — The  ladies  of  each  county  should  at  once  form 
societies  to  further  the  ends  herein  suggested,  as  the  ladies 
of  Chatham  county  already  have  done. 


We  are  pleased  to  report  satisfactory  arrangements  with 
the  railroads  as  to  freight  and  passenger  rates,  and  are  also 
assured   by  the  Southern  Express  Company  that  greatly 
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reduced  rates  will  be  given  for  packages  of  25  lbs.  and  under, 
and  that  an  office  will  in  due  time  be  opened  on  the  grounds.

Inasmuch,  there- 
fore, as  we  are  not  able  to  make  a  thorough  canvass  of  the 
State  for  stock,  we  make  this  special  appeal  to  every  person 
to  whom  this  pamphlet  is  directed  to  aid  the  work  by  a 
subscription  to  our  stock.
